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ENFORCE THE GAME LAWS. 


The arrest of a pot hunter in Sumner county, Tennessee, and the fine 
of $2,500 imposed upon him for killing fifty quail before the opening of 
the season should serve as a salutary lesson to game vampires everywhere. 

The primary lesson to be impressed upon careless game hunters is that 
killing game in the elosed season is a violation of the law. The next is that 


the law is to be enforced. 

There is a duty upon’ law-abiding sportsmen to curb those who would 
wilfully disregard state statutes looking to game preservation. Such sports- 
men can accomplish infinitely more than game wardens. 

When violators of game laws are frowned upon by real sportsmen and 
lare taken in hand by the officers of the law and punished as summarily as 
in the case cited, a still more marked improvement will be noted. . 

Game laws now exist in all but nine states in the union. The exceptions 
are Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, Arkansas, 
Oklaboma, Virginia and South Carolina; in all others open and closed sea- 
sons are indicated for various kinds of game. In most of them a limitation
